Under certain conditions the proposi- 
tion would be a good one for the 
Electric & 
Water 
company. For 


instance, if you weie able to use 200 
horse power or 400 hor-,e power eon- 
tinously night and day and every day 
in the year, the price named would 
be cheaper than you could possibly 
make it by steam. If you consider 
the investment, care and mainten- 
ance of the steam plant and buildings, 
the cost of labor and fuel, you could 
not make power fur 24 hours a day 
in the year for S30 per horse power.

conditions u<e even 20U horse power 
only a lew hours each day. With 
the Box factory off the circuit.

1 believe ihat, it' \ou were to use 


coal for iuel it wouid not cost over 
57000 per year at most to run the 
steam plant, without considering the 
investment at all, b u t j o u will not 
have to come to u<e coal exclusively 
for a good while as there will be wood 
which can be purchased for many 
years at a less price than coal. 


If you could make a contract for a 


long term ot years, in which you 
would have the option of paying: for 
from 100 to 400 horse power by the 
year and you pay lur the peak load at 
2 cents per kilowa.t hour you could 
pay for as many horse power by the 
year as you could use continuously 
and pay for the peak by meter. You 
could arrange to change one of the 
pumps at the power house so it would

run slow and run it continuously all 
day and the latter part of the night 
and in this way save running it during 
the evening at all unless there was a 
fire. You could 
probably 
arrange 


with the city to require the lawn 
sprinkling to be done during the day 
time so that 
water 
consumption 


would not be ^o ereat during the 
evening, when the electric light load 
was on, and thus save running the 
pumps at all in the evening, and in 
this way manage to use about 100 
horse power continuously night and 
day. I think that if you required the 
use of meters by all the consumers, 
except those who use all night or 
.twelve o'clock lamps, you could cut 
the peak load- down considerably, so 
that it would not co»t you more than 
about S4000 per year for the peak load, 
and then if you paid for 100 horse 
power besides at 83000 per year it 
would cost you about ^7000 per year, 
under present conditions. 
If 
you 


could do this under a long time con- 
tract so you could be cafe in disposing 
of the steam plant buildings and real 
estate, I should say do so, but for a tw o- 
year contract, I do not, see how you 
could accept the proposition without 
considerable loss. As you know, or 
the books will show, it has cost only 
from 54000 to S5000 per year for the 
last two years to operale the steam 
plant, and with a two-year contract 
you would be obliged to maintain the 
plant in condltiou to use again, in 
case you could not make a new con- 
tract at the end of the two years. 
You have an investment of about 
625000 in the steam plant which you 


uld have to carry at an expense of 


at least 10 per cent, for interest and 
depreciation and you would find with 
a two-year contract that it would cost 
you considerably more to buy power 
Than to make it yourself. Unless the 
Consolidated "Water Power & Paper 
company are willing to make a lower 
rate than they propose or are willing 
to contract for a long- period of time, 
ay twenty years. I should say make 
your own power by steam. If you had 
a chance to sell power for manufac- 
turing during the day time, so as to 
consume more all day. the proposition 
would be different, and better still if 
you could get- some industry that 
could u&e power from midnight, to six 
o'clock in the evening, then I can see 
where it would pay to rent the power 
by the year, at the price named, and 
be able to use all you paid for all the 
time and not have to pay for much 
peak current. That is why it would 
be a good thing to get an option on 
from 100 to 400 horse power and it is 
possible you could get some industry 
to locate there which would use the 
power as you could spare it. 


One thing I notice, the Consolidated 


Water Power & Paper company pro- 
pose to measure the current before 
it goes through the step-up trans- 
formers. This would 
require our 


company to pay for the losses in their 
transformers. This point had ought 
to be looked out for, as it would 
amount to at least 5 per cent, of the 
power used. 


Hoping you will be successful in 


your negotiations, I am.

People who are more ajdle with the 


left than with the riprht hand are most 
Humorous among: "women, children, 
savajres and criminals." The percent- 
age is about 4 per cent among men 
(operatives and soldiers), 5 to S per 
cent among women and about the 
same among: lunatics. 


But among criminals Professor Mar- 


ro found 13 per cent of the men and 22 
per cent of the women left handed. 
Swindlers offered a greater percentage, 
no less than 33, and murderers and 
ravishers only from 9 to 10 per cent.

I do not dream at all of say- 
ing that all left handed people are wick- 
ed, but that left handedness, united to 
many other traits, may contribute to 
form one of the worst characters 
among the human species."

Franklin had suggested free delivery 
of mail In the cities of his day he 
woukl probably have been found fault 
with for his extravagant ideas, yet the 
free Deliver:; came in forty-nine cities 
during Lincoln's administration. If, 
then, some one had mentioned rural 
free deliver}- he would have been the 
subject of the same ridicule and abuse 
as would have been our first postmas- 
ter ureneral iu his time had he suggest- 
ed free city delivery. But at last our 
farming communities can have their 
mail brought to their door every day, 
and the innovation has already passed 
the experimental stage. 


The only requirement imposed on the 


farmer is that he shall locate a mail 


PAEMEK'S MAIL BOX, 


box on the highway traversed by the 
carrier on his route. In order to facil- 
itate the handling of mail matter by 
the rural carrier it behooves the farm- 
er to erect as convenient a receptacle 
as possible, and it is an invention of 
this character which we have illus- 
trated herewith. It has the faculty of 
opening and closing automatically, ac- 
cording to the position In which it is 
placed, being balanced on the post so 
that it will assume a vertical or hori- 
zontal position. 


When empty the box should be sus- 


pended as shown in the dotted lines, 
with the pendent weight holding the 
lid of the box open. When mail matter 
is inserted by the carrier or owner of 
the box the receptacle is given a push 
with the hand and assumes an upright 
position, giving a signal to either the 
carrier or farmer. 
Thus if the latter 


has no letters to be mailed the position 
of the box will indicate it to the car- 
rier; likewise If the carrier has no mail 
to deliver the position of the box will 
remain unchanged, saving a trip from 
the house to the road to examine the 
box. 


CHECK ON INVENTORS. 


Patents "Will Henceforth Be Granted 


Only on Useful Defices. 


It was formerly the custom to refer 


to the United States patent office as 
the fool's paradise, from the fact that 
the inventive crank could always have 
his vanity flattered by receiving a gov- 
ernment patent on a device, no matter 
how wild or impracticable it was, pro- 
vided, of course, he could pay the re- 
quired fee. All this is changed now, 
and in order to obtain a patent on an 
invention It must be proved to be use- 
ful and capable of practical operation. 


This change in the policy of the pat- 


ent office is made necessary by the tre- 
mendous amount of business that It is 
doing. The rush to secure patents on 
everj' conceivable device and scheme 
Is getting greater and greater every 
year. In the old days all that the ex- 
aminers did was to satisfy themselves 
that the claim was original and that 
the fee was paid, whereupon a patent 
would issue. But the government has 
granted close on to 1,000,000 patents, 
and the amount of labor involved in 
searching the files to compare new 
claims with actual patents demands 
that a more conservative 
policy be 


adopted. 


This is getting to be a serious prob- 


lem in itself, for the rapid accumula- 
tion of applications and patents, both 
domestic and foreign, promises to 
swamp the officials of the government 
unless something Is done to check the 
granting of useless patents. Steps have 
lately been taken to improve the sys- 
tem of classifying patents, which will 
simplify the work of attorneys and ex- 
aminers alike. 


A Novel Locomotive. 


The balancing of driving wheels of 


locomotives is avoided in some new 
eight wheel engines built by the Lon- 
don and Southwestern railway. Eng- 
land. 
These engines, which are for 


fast passenger service, have inside cyl- 
inders and crank axles. The axles are 
of the built up type, and the crank 
webs extend beyond the axle, being 
enlarged so as to form balance weights. 
All the revolving weights and part of 
the reciprocating weights are balanced 
in the axle. 
Other features of these 


engines are Mr. Drummond's system of 
transverse tubes through the firebox 
and tenders carried on two four wheel 
trucks instead of on three rigid axles, 
as in the ordinary English practice. 


To Eliminate Seix«lcknes.s. 


The new boat of M. Turc of the 


French navy designed to pass through 
the waves without roll or pitch is de- 
scribed as a combination of submarine 
and high platform. The submarine is 
300 feet long, 75 feet wide and 12 feet 
deep and Is to contain boilers, engines 
and steering gear, which will be sub- 
merged to a depth of twelve feet. 
From the submarine will rise vertically 
two floaters, sixty-five feet apart, each 
200 feet long and 10 feel wide. 


How Belpriivns Utilize Smolce.

After long suffering, Mrs. W. E. 


Gardner, surrounded and comforted 
by her devoted family and affectionate 
friends and neig-hbors, passed beyond 
the ken of human 
vision into 
the 


great beyond on Saturday, October 24, 
1903. 


Mrs. W. E Gardner was born in 


Baden-Housen. 
Saxony, 
Germany, 


October the 6th, 1832." Her maiden 
name -was Regina Sorg, daughter ot 
Albert and Susanna Sorg. The father 
having died in Germany the mother 
came to America, landing in Buffalo 
in 1842. 
Six weeks after their arrival 


they suffered the greatest of all mis- 
fortunes, the loss of their mother. 
The 
family, 
in consequence, was 


divided. 
Mary, or Regina, as she 


was called, coming west to Milwaukee, 
then to Lansing-, Iowa, where she 
lived until her marriage with W. E. 
Gardner on the 29th of October, 1854. 
They came to Centralia in 1866, since 
which time they have made this city 
their home. 


In the passing-awaj- of Mrs 
Gard- 


ner Grand Rapids loses one of its 
oldest and most respected women. 
Her strength of character and 
her 


uprightness won the esteem of all. 
She possessed in great measure the 
qualities of head and heart that help 
to make character, and great results 
possible—good common sense, decid- 
edly practical, seeing things as thev 
%rere, in their true, real light. She 
loved -what was honorable, never ex- 
acting- anything- save that 
which 


would direct one into the paths of 
right doing-and right living. Never 
deviating herself from the straight 
line of dut\-. Evasion found no room 
in her nature. 


What was more beautiful than all 


these qualities is the fact that she 
•was a Christian: and being a true 
Christian all these virtues were made 
possible 
She was sincere and fer- 


vent, with Christian courage, Christian 
charity and Christian 
grace, 
her 


piety showing in her everyday life l>y 
her kind words and kindly deeds. 


We know not by what process of 


reason faith came to our beloved sis- 
ter, but that faith was with her, and 
as clear as daily light to the physical 
eye, g-ivitig her unspeakable knowl- 
edge of the great truth, the immortal 
life 
She believed that in each indi- 


vidual the germ of immortality ex- 
pands, by death, thru the portals of 
the grave, into a future life to which 
all their powers, moral and spiritual, 
shall attain a degree of excellence 
only outlined in the development of 
this world. 


She was a faithful member of the 


Congregational church for forty-four 
years, affiliating- 
herself 
with that' 


organization in Lansing-. Iowa, in 
1859. 
She vras a charter member of 


the Unity aid society- and a member 
of the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
society, both of which recocrnized her 
sterling qtirilities and her willingness 
to serve her Master.

OUr-loth should never be washed with 


hot water, says the Boston Globe. Wipe 
It first with a cloth, wrung out^of cold 
water, turning the cloth and rinsing 
as it gets dirty. Then polish with bees- 
wax and turpentine and soft dusters. 
Oilcloth that is treated in this way 
once a week and rubbed well after 
sweeping with a soft cloth on other 
days always looks well. 


Curtain rods that are very shabby 


can be freshened by painting with a 
coat of enamel of whatever color is the 
predominating note in the room. 
\ Bamboo furniture should be scrubbed 
with cold water and salt. Don't make 
wetter than is absolutely necessary, 
and dry in the open air as soon as pos- 
sible. 


To clean bronze brush out all dust, 


then rub well with a flannel slightly 
moistened with sweet oil. Use as little 
oil as possible. Polish with a soft duster 
and then with a chamois leather. 


For knife handles that have become 


loose take equal parts of rosin and 
quicklime, well mix, half fill the hole, 
beat the handle end of the blade and 
Insert it in the hole. When cold it will 
be perfectly firm again. 


A cake of hard soap rubbed on the 


edges of drawers that won't run will 
induce them to pull in and out quite 
easily. 


A paste made of plaster of paris and 


well beaten white of egg will mend val- 
uable china, so that the joint is "hardly 
visible. But it must be washed quite 
clean first. 


Ink spots on polished wood should be 


touched with sweet spirits of niter. Use 
a tiny camel's hair brush or feather to 
apply it, and rab the spot directly after 
with a cloth dipped in sweet oil. 


How to Cnr«s Runty No.ll "Wound*. 
The Scientific American says that one 


of the very best remedies that can be 
applied to a -wound made by a rusty 
nail, and which is almost infallible in 
its cure, is to take a quantity of peach 
leaves and beat them to a pulp and 
then apply them to the wound, and in 
a very short time an improvement will 
be noted in the wound. Several per- 
sons have tried this remedy when all 
others failed to give relief, and it was 
beneficial in its results.

not. 
A similar sentiment prevails 


among some predatory classes of Eu- 
rope, where oaths taken over their 
weapons of offense—a dagger, a pon- 
iard, a rapier—are considered binding. 
The idea with these classes seems to 
be that perjury committed after taking 
oaths over their weapons recoil; that 
they die by the weapon against which 
they perjure themselves. 


In Berar, in India, women who are 


about to lead an irregular life marry 
a sword. This marriage in name, as 
an emblem of conjugal life, serves aa 
a ray of consolation to them in the 
midst of their evil doings. In certain 
parts of India when a Hindoo is about 
to marry a third wife, which marry- 
ing is considered an ill omen, he mar- 
ries a tree, for obviating the ill omen, 
before he marries the third lady. 


In Kathiawar there is still the cus- 


tom for rajput princes who are much 
married to marry other wives by 
means of a sword. 
They send over 


their sword to the bride's people. The 
bride is married to it with all the re- 
quired pomp and splendor, the only dif- 
ference being that the prince's sword 
becomes a substitute for him, the 
Vridegroorn. The legality of this mar- 
riage to a sword is iudisputable. The 
bride married to it enters the rajput 
zenana as a legally married wife.

degree, which would have made his

Against Fake Advertising. 


The merchants of Fond du Lac 


recently met in solemn conclave and 
decided that for one year they would 
cut out all kinds of fake advertising. 
Fol lowing is a part of their resolution. 


"In view of the burdens placed up- 


on merchants who are called upon to 
make enormous outlays for advertis- 
ing on programs 
and schetnes from 


which 
no appreciable 
benefits are 


derived and for tickets which seldom 
utilize, the undersigned merchants 
and business men of the city of Fond 
du Lac, Wis., do hereby agree for a 
period of one year, Nov. 1, 1903, to 
Nov. 1, 1904, to refuse to place adver- 
tis'.ng in such programs and schemes 
and refuse to buy tickets. 
We further 


bind ourselves not to patronize any 
traveling or fake advertising agent or 
trading stamp concerns in an3 scheme 
whatever during the past year, but 
give whatever printing we have to 
our home publishers and printers." 


Many of our merchants have long 


ago decided that the trading stamp 
was a two edged sword that cut both 
ways. They have had the experince, 
and they know. 
As to advertising on 


programs, railroad time tables and 
other schetnes of that character, where 
they pay from two to fiye dollars and 
get a circulation of about five, tacked 
up in the postoffice or on the street 
corner, no legitimate merchant pays 
any attention to these fakes, and the 
practice of patronizing them is rapidly 
growing less. They are like all other 
things that are not worth the money; 
the people are getting onto the fact 
and will in time cut them out entirely. 


Fond du Lac Commonwealth.—There 


are in the Wisconsin Central yards 
four or five cars, that in comparison 
with the ordinary car, look like toys. 
They are cabooses which are coming 
to be used to quite an extent on the 
road. Tbe little cars in the yard have 
been newly repaired and painted and 
look like new, but the neatness of the 
cars does not lessen the contempt of the 
trainmen for the "cracker boxes," as 
the little cabooses are called. The 
cars are only half as long as the ordi- 
nary cars, and have only four wheels, 
and, as may be imagined, they do not 
ride like a Pullman sleeper. Train- 
men tell all sorts of stories about the 
antics of 
the "boxes," which have 


acquired the reputation of bucking 
like a broncho and of being on or off 
the track, just 
as it happens. 
One 


brakeman 
says 
that 
his 
caboose 


bounced over the ties for two miles 
and finally" jumped back onto the 
track. 
The explanation given by the 


trainmen for the use of the cars is 
economy and a desire on the part of 
the company to keep the train crew at 
their business. It is said that with 
the old form of caboose, with its ample 
room and cushioned seats and bunks, 
there was a tendency on the part of the 
trainmen to take life too easily and to 
shirk duty. This tendevcy, it is said, 
is entirely obviated by the use of the 
"cracker boxes," for the 
trainman 


has no opportunity to forget that he is 
on duty on the road and that he has 
duties to perform.
